The Lutheran synod of East Penn­ 
sylvania reaffirmed by a unanimous 
vote Wednesday, at a m eeting in 
Harrisburg, its belief that the so­ 
called three-synod plan of consoli­ 
dation for the state is the “wisest 
and best” that has yet been pro­ 
posed.

East Pennsylvania and ministerium, 
a small part of the Pittsburgh and 
all of the West Pennsylvania (which

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BIBLE HISTORY 
IS SUBJECT OF 
SUNDAY SERMON 


Rev. Frederick Crane 
Outlines History of 
The Bible on 
Sunday. 


TEXT SELECTED 
FROM ISAIAH 55 


Using Isaiah 55:11 as The text, the 
Rev. Frederick B Crane, pastor of 
the Presbyterian church, spoke Sun­ 
day morning on the history of the 
Bible. 
“The story of the sources of the 
Bible,-’ he said. “provides a convinc­ 
ing demonstration of God's preser­ 
vation of His Word throughout the 
ages 
It nurtures within one the 
conviction that this Word which is 
‘the pow^r of God unto salvation, 
shall be preserved and proclaimed 
until the divine plan is consum­ 
mated in the kingdom of glory.” 
The preacher recommended to the 
congregation for further study Dr. 
J. Patterson Smythe’s book "How 
We Got Our Bible.” 
The 
discussion 
was 
continued 
upon the basis of several assump­ 
tions. namely, that it is a matter of 
common knowledge that the Old 
Testament was originally written in 
the Hebrew language, and the New 
Testament in the Greek; that the 
Bible in its original form w’as the 
revealed and inspired Word of God; 
and that all of the original manu­ 
scripts of Holy Scripture have long 
since disappeared. 
"Written 
as these manuscripts j 
were on perishable popyrus paper 
referred to in 2 John the twelfth 
verse, subject as they were to de­ 
struction in the vicious persecu­ 
tions of the early church, the won­ 
der is that we are even in posses­ 
sion of copies of them,” the speaker 
said. 
Referring then to the sources of 
the Bible he mentions three, an­ 
cient manuscripts, copies of the 
originals in Hebrew and Greek; j 
Versions, or copies of early transla­ 
tions of the Alible into other lan­ 
guages; and Scripture quotatioas 
found in the writings of the early 
church fathers. 
The remainder of the sermon 
dealt with the ancient manuscripts 
beginning with the manuscripts of 
the Old Testament written in He­ 
brew. 
“Tile earliest dale of these 
is the tenth Century," the preacher 
declared, “but they ale of great au­ 
thority 
and 
importance 
because 
they represent a revision of the Old 
Testament which began about the 
time of Ezra and came to an end 
about ten hundred years ago.” 
“The Hebrew Old Testament was 
made as nearly correct as the best 
Jewish scholarship could make it. 
and this is all the more signific ant 
because of the Jewish scribes’ rever­ 
ence for the Word of God and the 
consequent 
carefulness 
of 
their 
transcription.” 
Turning 
then to the 
ancient 
Greek manuscripts of which there 
are over 1500 of varying antiquity 
and importance, Hie speaker con­ 
tinued with a discussion of the three 
most significant, the Vatican, the I 
Sinaltic and the Alexandrian manu­ 
scripts, all of which are nearly com­ 
plete copies of the ancient Greek 
Bible, and show us the form of the 
Bible in the first centuries of the 
church 
These 
manuscripts 
date 
back to the fourth and fifth cen­ 
turies from 300-450 A. D 
They are 
of tremendous significance because 
of tile general rule that the oldest 
manuscripts are of greatest 
au­ 
thority.

manuscripts and told of Doctor 
Tischendorf's thrilling experience in 
discovering the Sinaitic manuscript 
in the Convent of St. Catharine in 
May, 1844. and cf his gaining pos­ 
session of it 15 years later after 
much effort, and with the coopera­ 
tion of the emperor of Russia. “All 
of these ancient Greek Bibles," he 
said, "are now accessible to Bibli­ 
cal scholars through excellent fac­ 
sim iles of them, located in the chief 
libraries of the world." 
In conclusion the speaker refer­ 
red to the fact that "ten or twelve 
manuscripts, and those generally 
modern, are all we have for ascer­ 
taining the text of most classical 
authors, which helps us to see the 
enormous mass of evidence there is 
available for the purpose of scrip­ 
ture revision.” 
“The m atter of the fact is.” he 
said, “that we are far better equip­ 
ped today for a number of reasons 
of which this is one, to produce an 
accurate text of the Bible than wrere 
the scholars who brought forth the 
King James or ‘authorized’ version 
in 1611. This brings us to the place 
from which we started, namely, that 
the hand of God is clearly seen in 
tho history of His word, preserving 
it from generation to generation, 
and from age to age until through 
its proclamation. His purpose of sal­ 
vation shall have been fulfilled, and 
His plans shall find their consum­ 
mation in the Kingdom of Glory.”

State Calls For ( hair 
After a day of testimony designed 
to support the state’s contention I 
that Fiorenza should be sent to the 
electric chair as the confessed slay­ 
er. Klauber told reporters: 
“Any admission made by the de­ 
fendant relative to an attack on 
Mrs. Titterton is entirely without 
foundation in fact and a figment 
of his imagination."

Explorer Accuses Dictator 
Of Sabotage on Arctic Isle 


Moscow, 
May 
21 
(AP)—George 
Ushakoff noted Soviet Arctic ex­ 
plorer, accused K 
B Semenchuk. 
‘'Dictator of Wrangel Island,'' Tues­ 
day night of sabotage, one of the 
gravest crimes in Russia. 
He made the charge from the wit­ 
ness stand in the court whore Semen­ 
chuk. described by the prosecution 
as a •tyrant,” is being tried for mur­ 
der. 
Witnesses asserted that Semen­ 
chuk set himself up as dictator over 
a little official colony which winter­ 
ed on the bleak Arctic Island last 
year 
Three Russians died violent 
deaths in the winter and a number 
of Eskimos starved, allegedly be­ 
cause the “tyrant” refused them 
food. 
Summoned As Expert 
UshakofT, the first colonizer of the 
island, was summoned to testify as 
an expert in 
Arctic affairs. 
As 
leader of 
the 
Sadko expedition, 
which discovered several new islands 
near Franz Josef Land last summer. 
he became internationally famous. 
In 1921, when the ownership of 
Wrangel Island was disputed by sev­ 
eral nations. Ushakoff took a few’ 
white Eskimo families to settle there 
and since then the Soviet Union has 
maintained sovereignty. 
He testified walrus meat abounded 
on the island and that the famine 
which cost the life of a number of 
Eskimos 
under Semenchuk’s nile 
was due to the latter’s ban on hunt­ 
ing. 
This, 
Ushakoff 
charged, 
amounted 
to 
deliberate sabotage 
with intent of undermining Soviet 
power. 
Second Explorer Called 
UshakofT spent three years on the 
island and turned over the com­ 
mand to the Arctic explorer Mine- 


fyeff, who served until Semenchuk 
took charge. Mineycff was also call- t 
cd as a witness.

Says He Ordered M urder 
Radioman Bogdanoff flatly de- i 
dared that his chief ordered the 
murder of Doctor Wulfson. and also i 
expressed doubt that Hydrologist 
Vakulenko at the Polar station com­ 
mitted suicide, as his death was 
listed by Semenchuk. 
Vakulenko, whose room adjoined 
Bogdanoff’s. was found dead in his 
bunk with a pistol near his out­ 
stretched hand. The door was lock­ 
ed inside but Bogdanoff said the 
lock could easily be reached by re­ 
moving a loose plank from the door.
